t ications to political centers through- 
out the country has now dwindled to 
a few who are carrying on a volum- 
inous correspondence with the mill- 
sners aru ready-made wear establish- 
ments c£ New York City. The cam- 
paigners have returned weary and a 
trifle disillusioned 
with 
politics, a; 


little jaded by one night stands, and! 
easer for some new clothes. 
j 


Campaigning the west was a tre- 


mendous undertaking, requiring the 
greatest physical 
vitality, 
courage 


and 
ingenuity to see it 
through. 


Early last spring, the Woman's Party 
began assembling its forces for a 
concentrated attack on the West and 
Middle West, 
and by August the 


women had the campaign well under 
way. 
In every large city throughout 


.that territory women spoke In the 
churches, in the public halls, auction 
booths, street corners and in the fac- 
tories, urging the women to vote for 
Mr. Hughes who was in favor of a 
nationaJ amendment to the consti- 
tution, 
giving equal 
suffrage to 


women. 
The cities was not so bad. 


There was in most cases sufficient 
police protection; 
the hotels were 


r-'ood and th- only traveling to be 
done was in motor busses or street 
cars. But in the small towns throu- 
ghout the Rocky Mountain districts 
campaigning presented great difficul- 
ties. 


The campaigners entered the small 


lowrs in couples or alone, knowing 
nothing about the character of the 
to'.vn and equally little concerning 
its residents. 
Sometimes there were 


hoiejls of the 
country variety, but 


very cften there were no public ac- 
comTnodiatteras whatever and 
the 


cariiDaizner1 was compelled to Tely 
on the hospitality of strangers. The 
first ar,t upon mating a town was to 
find out whc were the most promin- 
ent women, call on them and induce 
them to arrange a mass meting o-f 
their friends so that the campaigner 
could talk to 
them. This in itself 


required a great deal of tact and 
strategy, since it was not to 'be ex- 
pected that the women in every town 
would immediately drop everything 
they were doing in order to listen to 
a stranger. 


.lust, what the attitude of the •west- 


em women was toward these -eastern 
Campaigners la not precisely known, 
font, according to the women of the 
Congressional Union, it was always 
courteous, hospitable 
and sympath- 


etic. The situation had 'ts numerous 
aspects, too-

western women 


had the vote, had 
used it to suit 


themselves for 
several years, and 


had nothing to complain of in dir- 
ection.

sional remark or question. The cam- 
paigners gathered that to the nv:: 
the question of the elc-ction was u 
huge joke, bat that the matter of 
woman's enfranchisement \vas a seri- 
ous matter. 
At Pendletou. Oregon, 


for instance, a well-known eastern 
campaigner -..-as actually annoyed by 
in* enthusiasm of the cowboys on 
the suffrage question. 
Every year 


Pendletoa has a cowboy show at 
which all the old picturesqueness of 
the \Vest is revived. 
The cowboys 


wear regular movicgpicture para- 
phernalia, shoot 
blank 
cartridges 


from 
dangerous-looking 
weapons, 


ride the most dangerous mounts in 
the 
west 
and 
otherwise disport 


themselves. 


This year the arrival of an eastern 


woman suffragist, who stood on a 
cracker box at the corner of the 
street to deliver her remarks, served 
as an additional means of entertain- 
ment. The cowboys professed to be 
very indignant at the way the women 
in the east were being treated: they 
rounded people up on horseback and 
made them stay and listen to the 
speaker, an.', whenever any effective 
point was brought out in the argu- 
ment they circled around the crowd, 
yelling, waving their hats and shoot- 
ing off 'blank cartridges. On the last 
morning of the campaigner's stay in 
Pendleton she arrived on the street 
corner only to find her cracker box 
already occupied by a gesticulating 
son of the west, who was vehement- 
ly protesting to a grinning crowd 
that all men were brutes and that 
the only decent thing to do was to 
keep out of the election entirely and 
let the women choose the president. 


On another occasion, Mrs. Abby 


Scott Baker, an attractive 
self-pos- 


sessed young campaigner, upon de- 
scending from the train in a small 
montana town, found herself sur- 
rounded by a company of G. A. R. 
men in uniform, bearing banners and 
a hand, who insisted that she march 
adhead of them all through the town 
so that people would know she was 
there. Mrs. Baker carried a large 
suitcase, a typewriter and a heavy 
coat, and she -was anything but de- 
lighted at the prospect, but she was 
afraid of offending the welcomers If 
she declined. Only within the past 
few -weeks has Mrs. Baker recovered 
from that particular experience, al- 
though she did not rest or relax tin-
